Druggan Plea 
Thrown Out 
by High Court 


[Chicago Tribune Press Service. ] 
Washington, D. C., Oct. 6.—[Spe- 
cial.}—Contentions on behalf of Terry 
Druggan of Chicago failed to make an 
impression today upon the Supreme 
cvurt of the United States. 

Chief Justice Taft notified the clerk 
of the court to enter an order affirm- 
ing the decision of the Circuit Court 
of Appeals, which was adverse to the 
habeas corpus proceedings designed to 
secure the liberation of Druggan. 

The action of the court in ruling in 
the case promptly upon the close of 
arguments was unusual. It had been 
expected that the court would follow 
its usual custom of delaying a few 
weeks before announcing its decision. 
In view of an attack upon the consti- 
tutionality of the Volstead act by at- 
torneys for Druggan, there had been 
@ possibility that the court would pre- 
pare an opinion on the legal points 
involved. 

To Ignore Volstead Plea. 

The actual order of the court, judg- 
ing from the oral announcement made 
today, evidently will ignore the ques- 
tions bearing on the validity of the 
Volstead act. Inasmuch as the court 
has heretofore upheld the constitu- 
tionality of that act when attacks were 
made upon it on other points, the jus- 
tices apparently thought it useless to 
deal with the subject again. 

The fact that the year’s sentence of 
Druggan comes to an end next month 
is believed to have caused the court to 
act without delay. 

After completing arguments in his 
attack on the constitutionality of the 
Volatead act, Michael J. Ahern, attor- 
ney for Druggan, presented a formal 
motion to admit Druggan to bail penc- 
ing a decision on the points involved. 
This motion was automatically denied 
when the court affirmed the action of 
the lower court. 

Government Lawyers Silent. 


Ahern endef the court's consideration 
of the Case, Chief Justice Taft an- 
nouncing that the court did not care 
to listen to arguments on behalf of 
the government. The position of the 
solicitor general, in opposition to the 
contentions of Mr. Ahern that the 
Volstead act is unconstitutional be- 
cause of its enactment prior to the 
effective date of the constitutionz! 
amendment, had been set forth in a 
brief filed with the court. 

Mr. Ahern in his argument avoided 
discussion of the various events of 
recent weeks involving Druggan’s ab- 
sences from the Cook county jail at 
Chicago. 

The attorney was questioned sharp- 
ly by various members of the court 
relative to his contention on the uncon- 
stitutionality of the Volstead act. 

Implied Reproof of Attorney. 

Justice Van Devanter questioned the 
necessity of “bringing all of this in 
here on a writ of habeas corpus.” This 
justics thought that the question could 
have been decided in the Circuit Court 
of Appeals and seemed to believe that 
the attorney was following a some- 
what questionable course of procedure 

Justice Van Devanter said thac 
“these problems were an open ques- 
tion in the Circuit Court of Appeals 
which could have considered and de- 
cided them.” 

Mr. Ahern, in answer to Justice Van 
Devanter, said that he had not handled 
the case before the Court of Appeals 
and did not know whether the partic- 
ular questions were raised at that time.

livered a terrific blow to the Ku Klux 
Kian. 

While not mentioning that organiza- 
tion by name, the nation’s chief. execu- 
tive vehemently denounced its tenets 
and eloquently, solemnly called on the 
| American people to pluck from their: 
bosoms every vestige of racial, re- 
ligious, and sectional intolerance that 
we may be consecrated for leadership 
of the world toward the goal of uni- 
versal peace. 

But world peace, the President holds, 
will be established only by the extir- 
pation of intolerance of other nations, 
and that condition cannot be attained 
until we wipe out intolerance at home. 

Presidept Scores Militarists. 

To this theme, Mr. Coolidge linked 
a severe condemnation of those groups 
in our armed forces ‘advooating a 
larger army and navy than we have, 
characterizing them as tmilitarists, | 
their exertion of predtiife. ' ‘on _himse if 
and his administration as thie rise of 
Militarism in this country, éndanger- 
ing the liberties of the. republic. 

His utterance was interpreted by 
some as referring to the army general 
staff, which he previously has criticized 
for seeking larger army appropria- 
tions, and by others to Col. Billy 
Mitchell and his army following who 
are seeking an independent air force, 

Though he pronounced for “ade- 
quate military preparation,” he de- 
clared the nation sufficiently prepared 
now and took his stand definitely with 
those who would rely not on military 
strength but on fhternational agree- 
ments to protect us from attack. 

Makes Hit with Legion. © 

After developing his views an his 
fears of militarism and on the evils 
on the Ku Kluxism, the President 
wove them together in closing an ad- 
dress that made a tremendous hit with 
the organization of men who fought 
the world war. The President con- 
cluded: 

“ It is for these reasons that ft seems 
clear that the result sof the war will 
be lost and we shall only be entering 
a period of preparation for another 
conflict unless we can demobilize the 
racial antagonisms, fears, hatreds, and 
suspicions, and create an attitude of 
toleration in the public mind of the 
peoples of the earth. If our country 
is to have any position of leadership, 
I trust it may be in that direction, and 
I believe that the place where it should 
begin is at home. : 

“Let us cast off our hatreds. Let 
us candidly accent our treaties and our 
natural obligations of peace. We know 
and every one knows that these old 
systems, antagonisms, and reliance on 
force have failed. If the world has 
made any progreas it has been the re- 
sult of the development of other ideals.

FEZ, French Morocco, Oct. 6.—(/)— 
Actual contact in the eastern Morocco 
sector between the French, who have 
advanced north of Kifane, and the 
Spaniards coming down from the Medi- 
terranean coast, became an accom- 
plished fact today, following a rapid 
thrust of the Spanish to Syah, north- 
east of Kifane. 

With their forces spread out fan 
shape, west, north, and east og Kifane, 
the extreme northern Hmit of their 
outposts being sixteen miles above that 
place in the direction of Ajdir, Abd-el 
Krim’s former capital, the French now 
control al Ithe strategical bases they 
have sought and cannot be disturbed 
by counter attacks in the coming win- 
ter. 

Model African Warfare. 


French experts agree that the cam- 
paign ‘in Morocco just concluded will 
go down in military text books as a 
model for tactics in African warfare. 
Operating in a country in which all 
modern methods of transportation by 
rail or water are nonexistent, Marshal 
Petain adopted methods for revictual- 
ing his army such as those used by 
Hannibal against the Romans. Mules 
have been more instrumental in bring- 
ing up the food and ammunition neces- 
sary to defeat the Moors than motor 
transport. 

The percentage of French casualties 
is said to have been much lower than 
in any war ever waged on the African 
continent, being fully 50 per cent less 
than in the Boer war.

Capt. Yarnell, bronzed by his two 
years’ experience as squadron com- 
mander, told the committee he was one 
of the men they had been hearing 
about—a nonfiying officer placed in 
command of flying men.

He was in 
command of the flying squadron for the 
navy in the Hawaiian maneuvers. He 
was questioned about the value of air- 
craft in defending the islands. 

While praising aircraft, Capt. Yar- 
nell declared that the Hawaiian islands 
and the canal at Panama were invul- 
nerable to air attack or fleet ttack from 
nother power as long as the United 
States navy remained on the sea. He 
asserted it would bankrupt a nation to 
take the Hawaiian islands and that 
submarines were the best defense for 


pt. Yarnell denied statements that 
the United States stood fifth in naval 
air supremacy and declared that this 
country was second only to Great 
Britain in certan phases of aviation 
and led the world in scouting and bat- 
tle fleet aircraft efficiency. He assert- 
ed that the British air forces with the 
navy were_in deplorable condition be- 
cause of the creation of the United air 
force. 


Follow Shoemaker Closely. 


Not since Commander Rodgers and 
Col. William Mitchell testified has any 
witness been so closely followed by the 
committee as was Admiral Shoemaker 
teday. Appearing shortly after the 
noon recess, he declined the offer of 
Chairman Morrow to take a seat in 
the witriess chair and remained stand- 
ing during his testimony. 

The admiral began by saying that 
the navy was short of men and that 
was one of the reasons he had been 
unable to give the bureau of aeronau- 
tics all the men asked for. 

“How many men short is 
navy?”

Asked about the practice of placing 
nonfiying officers in command of flying 
units, Admiral Shoemaker replied that 
the extreme youth of most of the naval 
aviators made them unfit for high 
command and for that reason he had 
been placing nonflying officers in 
charge of the higher air units. He 
said that as soon as flying officers 
qualified they would be preferred for

the temporary arrangement on Frertch payments 
is of value to the American public. It illustrates 
what we have said before, that no possible arrange 
ment short of complete cancellation of the debts 
will satisfy French and Italian opinion, and even 
if we canceled there would be complaint that we 
had not done it sooner. It seems to us that an 
arrangement for one per cent interest with a period 
of five years for further negotiations is about as 
lenient as any self-respecting creditor could ask 
for, yet it seems to have raised a wind of rage and 
bitterness against us. 

We especially recommend for American reading 
the remarks in La Liberte of M. Jacques Bainville,- 
who discovers in George Washington an explana- 
tion for the American attitude toward the French 
debt. M. Bainville recalls that Washington fought 
against the French—in what our forefathers called 
the French and Indian war—and “cold bloodedly. 
annihilated the Jumonville detachment from am- 
bush while with English officers.”’ J 

Washington himself was then an English officer, 
that is, a British subject in the colonies, but of | 
course he should not have fought the French asthe 
French were fighting the British and American 
raids, and massacres. If he had not had a preju- 
dice against the French from the first, he would 
have foreseen they were going to help him beat the 
British and he would have let the Jumonville de- 
tachment go. M. Bainville says Washington's 
mexims and his life should have warned the 
French not to “wait for any affectionate move 
from the American naticn in money affairs "— 
which means, if we get M. Bainville, that Wash- 
ington should have thrown the security of our 
infant nation and its vital interests in the pot of 
French politics in 1791. 

M, Bainville overlooks the fact that Washing- 
ton was an American citizen and an American 
President. Though it does not seem to be grasped 
by our numerous critics abroad, the American 
| nation does not exist solely or primarily for the 
benefit of Europe. ) | 

It is human to hate to pay a bill after the goods

Sweat is a mixture of water, salt, and 
a few other ingredients of no great con- 
sequence, A profuse sweat robs the body 
of a few pints of water and a few ounces 
of salt. Too great concentration of the 
blood due to great loss of water may 
cause great disability and even death, 
Thirst warns of this danger and we, 


tomed to drinking large quantities of 
water to supply the demand. That the 
salt deficiency may be of consequence is 
the new angle to an old. problem.

British mine officials have tried the 
plan of giving salt water to miners who

the case of mines where temperature is. 


around 100, supplying each man with 
two quarts of water in which one tea- 
spoonful of salt has been dissolved 
causes them to come off the shift in good 
condition. These miners say work does 
not fatigue them as it formerly did. 

Stokers or firemen working in hot 
boiler rooms report to the same effect. 
In some industries such as rolling mills 
the men suffer frequently from heat 
cramps. These cramps generally come on 
at the end of a long, hot day. Some in- 
dustrial physicians report that they pre- 
vent heat cramp by supplying some 
weak salt water for drinking purposes 
These reports suggest trial of weak 
salt solution as a preventive of cramps 
in some other conditions. For instance, 
in both forms of diabetes, in the sweat- 
ing stages of consumption, in the chronic 
forms of Bright’s disease with profuse 
urination but without dropsy, in night 
cramps in elderly people.

Chicago, Oct. 1.—{To the Legal Friend 
of the People.|—I have bought a house 
and I find that the previous owner signed 
a contract to have the alley paved. I 
knew nothing about this when I bought 
the house... The contractor who is pav- 
ing this alley said he would draw a lien 
on this house if I didn’t pay. I did not 
sign the contract. Am I to pay for the 
paving of the alley? M. W. 
We do not have sufficient facts before us 
to justify an absolute answer, and it is not 
practicable to cover here all the points of 


law that might be involved. In general, be- 
fore making payments, an owner should 
receive from the contractor a statement of 
amounts due to material, men and laborers. 
[See. 5]. 

A contractor cannot enforce a lien to the 
prejudice of third persons unless within 4 
months of completion he sues to enforce 
the lien or files with the clerk of the 
Circuit Court a claim of lien for which 4 
printed form can be secured from a sta- 
tioner. [Sec. 7].. As against the owner, the 
claim may be filed at any time within 2 
years after completion. [Sec. 9].

29, 1925, Evelyn Edwards, in the Voles 
of the People, states that I am adyecat- 
ing the eating of eggs laid by diseased 
chickens. The absurdity of thig is ap- 
parent for the following reasons: 
First: The Chicago Health Depart. 
ment’s embargo on diseased chickens was 
enforced early last February. 
Second: There were comparatively few 


chigkens afflicted and those caste largely 
from about nine counties in a state east 
of us. : 

Third: All the eggs in storage are 
customarily disposed of before April to 
make room for the new eggs which are 
cold storaged at that time. 

Fourth: My recommendation in Sep- 
tember to eat eggs had nothing to do 
with sick chickens in February. We 
have no epidemic of disease among poul- 
try in Chicago today. 

Fifth: There is no way of telling 
whether eating eggs now came.from the 
sick chickens in February. No case of 
sickness in humans, traceable to diseased 
eggs, Was reported to the health depart-

FOR $5,000 DEBT 


Seattle, Wash., Oct, 6.— (4) — The 
steamer Maud, which returned here 
last night after failure of a three year 


attempt to drift across the north pole, 
was today attached for debts of $5,000.

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Thistlethwaite Rose from 
Obscurity to Coach at N. U. 


“ BY WALTER 
[Reprinted from yesterday's late editions.] 
From the obscure ranks of a small 
college, where he worked his way 
through school by doing janitor work, 
cutting lawns and-most anything to 
earn money, to head football coach at 
one of the country’s leading universi- 
ties, is the progress made by Glenn 
Thistlethwaite, chief gridiron coach 
at Northwestern university. 
The Purple coach received his early 
athletic training at Earlham college, 
where he played right tackle on the 
teams of 1905, 1906 and 1907. Despite 
his athlétic work and the fact much of 
his other time was taken up by odd 
jobs, Thistlethwaite was a Phi Beta 
Kappa student and completed the four 
year course in 3 1-3 years. 


Begins Coaching Career. 

After graduating. from WMarlham, 
Thistlethwaite coached all branches of 
sport at Illinois college of Jacksonville. 
In 1909 he returned to Earlham as ath- 
letic director and coach of all teams. 
In that year, Earlham lost only one 
football game and that to Wabash, 6 
to 0. Eartham’'s basketball and track 
teams won the Indiana state cham- 
pionship that year. 

Thistlethwaite continued to turn out 


In 1913, when Robert Zuppke left Oax 
Park High school to take over the 
coaching of football teams at Illinois, 
Thistlethwaite was engaged by officials 
of the suburban school. Glenn re- 
taained at Oak Park from 1913 to 1922, 
Over this span of years Oak Park 
won the Chicago suburban champion- 
ship seven times, the Cook county title 
on four occasions, and the central 
states crown twice. In 1919 Oak Park 
defeated Steele High of Dayton, 19 to 
6, in a game which was advertised as a

The remarkable success Thistle 
thwaite had with the Oak Park teams, 
preceded by his excellént coaching rec- 
érd at Earlham, made him a much 
sought after coach. Northwestern offi- 
cials and alumni finally persuaded him 
to sign a Purple contract, and he start- 
ed his career there in the fall of 1922. 

Like other successful coaches, This- 
tlethwaite believes in a thorough 
schooling in fundamentals. When he 
was at Oak Park his teams were al- 
ways noted for excellent tacklers and 
blockers. The interference was well 
organized and formations carefully 
planned. In those days he had the 
players to carry out his ideas. 

Since his advent at Northwestern 
the material has not been-of the best. 
Despite this handicap Thistlethwaite 
has done all that can be expected of 
him. The Purple eleven of last year 
surprised the football world when it 
held Notre Dame, the national cham- 
pion, to a 13 to 6 score. In that game 
Notre Dame came closer to being tied 
or defeated than in any other struggle, 
not excepting the intersectional contest 
with Leland Stanford.

If Thistlethwaite had the reserve 
strength this year, the Purple would 


be a western conference championship
